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A MESSAGE  TO  MY  NI  FRIENDS  FROM  AMSTERDAM 


by  Matthew  J.  van  der  Voort 

Due  to  recent  serious  illness,  I have  been  unable  to  fulfill 
my  committment  to  NI  for  a regular  contribution  to  the  Bulle- 
tin., But  now  I have  recovered  to  the  extent  that  my  doctors 
have  allowed  me  to  resume  my  writings.  However,  due  to  the 
fierce  winter  we've  had  here  in  Holland,  which  still  lingers 
on,  I cannot  leave  my  home  as  of  yet.  Naturally,  since  so 
much  time  has  elapsed  since  my  last  contribution,  I have  some 
news  items  which  may  interest  the  readers  of  the  NI  Bulletin. 

First,  the  sad  news,  that  Mr.  Burgers  of  the  Hague,  Nether- 
lands,, who  applied  for  membership  of  NI,  suddenly  died  in 
January  of  this  year.  I knew  Mr.  Burgers  very  well;  he  was 
an  outstanding  numismatist,  specializing  in  currency.  He 
held  a governmental  job  at  the  Foreign  Office  of  the  Nether- 
lands, and  many  times  was  of  great  assistance  to  me  when  I 
had  to  deal  with  Russian  matters  to  the  extent  that  I needed 
governmental  help  to  achieve  my  aims.  He  was,  by  modern 
standards,  no  means  an  old  man.  He  died  at  the  age  of  58 
from  a heart  attack.  A salute  to  his  memory  seems  to  be  prop- 
er in  this  Bulletin,  moreso  as  fate  prevented  him  from  the 
joy  of  being  an  active  member  of  our  Organization.  May  God 
have  his  soul.' 

A more  pleasant  news  item  is  that  I could  talk  the  largest 
Dutch  newspaper  into  opening  a numismatic  column.  This  paper, 
"De  Telegraaf",  was  impressed  by  the  way  general  numismatics 
is  going  and  therefore  were  only  too  eager  to  accept  my  sug- 
gestion to  open  this  column,  which,  of  course,  is  written  by 
me.  It  is  encouraging  to  perceive  how  much  mail  I receive, 
although  some  people  really  are  putting  silly  questions  before 
me.  One  example:  a gentleman  wrote  me  he  had  a Daalder 

(Thaler)  of  the  Spanish  King  Philip  II,  dated  1567.  His 
question  was  — "what  was  this  piece  worth"?  It  is  clear 
that  no  appraisal  can  be  given  without  seeing  the  coin.  More- 
over, it  depends  on  the  Mint  where  the  coin  was  struck. 
Realizing  that  under  the  reign  of  Philip  II  coins  were  minted 
at  at  least  a dozen  Mints  it  is  clear  that  no  estimation  of 
the  value  of  the  said  coin  could  be  given.  But  it  is  a good 
thing  that  the  response  of  the  general  public,  not  collectors , 
is  so  very  satisfactory.  "De  Telegraaf"  is  the  first  daily 
newspaper  in  Holland  to  now  have  such  a column. 

The  NI  Bulletin  editor,  Marvin  Fraley,  has  asked  me  for  my 
opinion  of  the  new  look  of  the  NI  Bulletin.  Well,  to  be 
honest,  as  a former  insurance  man,  I always  have  heard  many 
complaints  on  the  "small  print"  in  insurance  policies.  Sure 
enough,  the  Bulletin  has  more  space  now,  but ! 

Another  news  items  I have  should  certainly  be  of  interest  to 
our  members.  On  May  the  5th  Holland  will  celebrate  the  25th 
Anniversary  of  the  Liberation  by  Allied  forces  of  German 
oppression.  On  this  occasion  a commemorative  coin  of  10 
Guilders  will  be  issued,  struck  in  silver.  Only  5,000,000  are 
struck  and  it  will  depend  on  the  demand  for  the  coin  whether 
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more  will  be  struck.  Since  our  population  is  13,000,000  it 
is  not  sure  if  everyone  who  wants  such  a coin  will  get  it.  I 
have  ordered  6 copies  and  if  I get  them,  I can  serve  some  of 
my  friends  abroad  with  the  coin.  It  must  be  observed  this 
will  be  the  first  commemorative  ever  struck  in  the  Nether- 
lands. A peculiar  circumstance  is  that  coin  dealers  are  in  a 
kind  of  mess,  since  it  is  against  the  law  to  sell  a normal 
coin,  intended  for  circulation,  at  a higher  price  than  its 
face  value.  There  can  be  no  doubt,  that  this  forthcoming 
commemorative  will  share  the  fate  of  all  commemorative  coins; 
they  will  disappear  from  circulation  and  be  hoarded  by  the 
general  public.  In  this  sense,  I personally  am  against  the 
issue  of  commemoratives , since  they  never  will  serve  their 
real  purpose.  As  a numismatist,  I,  of  course,  will  keep  a copy 
for  my  own  collection,  which  only  illustrates  what  I have 
said  heretofore. 

I believe  the  time  of  commemoratives  is  over.  They  will  never 
serve  their  real  purpose  and  since  more  and  more,  also  in  my 
country,  payments  are  made  by  credit  cards,  and,  to  an  in- 
creasing extent,  cash  is  not  needed.  If  not  the  recent  dis- 
covery of  nickel  mines  in  Australia  had  occurred,  I was  con- 
vinced that  in,  say  10  years  from  now,  coinage  all  over  the 
world  would  be  struck  in  plastic.  Who  cares  to  drop  a plastic 
quarter  into  a parking  meter  or  any  kind  of  vending  machine? 

In  early  times,  when  a coin  had  to  be  of  its  intrinsic  value 
of  the  metal  it  was  struck  in,  or  shall  I say  struck  of,  my 
English  is  not  100%  flawless,  to  be  sure  ! — trade  was  hardly 
possible.  Thus,  the  wide  circulation  all  over  the  world  of 
the  Spanish  pieces  of  eight  and  the  Dutch  lion  thalers.  I am 
aware  that  the  opinions  ventilated  here  may  be  subject  to 
discussion.  I will  gladly  answer  eventual  letters  from  readers 
of  the  Bulletin  on  these  problems. 

Best  regards  to  all  the  NI  members  I happen  to  know,  either 
personally  or  through  correspondence. 


MINTS  ON  MOROCCAN  COINS  1882-1920

In  Richard  S.  Yeoman's  "A  Catalog  of  Modern  World  Coins"  he 
mentions  on  Page  327  (8th  Edition)  under  Morocco  that  the 
Mints  are  Fez,  Birmingham,  Berlin  and  Paris.  However,  no 
indication  is  made  to  aid  the  collector  in  identifying  the 
different  mints.

No  wear,  no  scratches  or  flaws,  not  even  the  slightest 
flattening  of  the  upturned  hat  brim.  Will  usually  have 
luster  but  not  necessarily  so.  If  no  luster,  the  coin 
usually  appears  an  even  dull  color.  Any  wear  is  more 
apparent  on  the  dull  than  on  the  lusterous  as  the  latter 
may  be  cleaned.  I am  very  reluctant  to  call  any  coin 
UNC  unless  I am  very  familiar  with  its  history.  (So 
called  "bag  marks"  on  large  silver  pieces  down  grade 
the  coin  from  UNC  to  EF  in  my  opinion). 

Only  the  slightest  flattening  of  the  hat  brim.  May  have 
some  luster  but  not  necessary  - no  scratches  or  rim 
flaws. 

The  hat  brim  is  noticeable  flattened  but  all  the  vertical 
lines  of  the  shield  are  still  strong  and  clear.  Minor 
rim  flaws  may  be  present  especially  on  the  one  rappen. 
Hat  feathers  are  somewhat  flattened. 

Hat  feathers  quite  flat.  Points  of  shield,  especially  the 
two  top  corners  are  worn.  Vertical  lines  of  shield  are 
still  distinct  but  show  some  wear. 

Vertical  lines  of  the  shield  are  fading  out,  especially 
in  the  upper  part.  The  cross  is  worn  flush  with  the 
vertical  lines  of  the  shield.

UNC  No  wear,  no  scratches  or  flaws,  not  even  the  slightest 

flattening  on  the  edges  of  the  turned  under  top  projections 
of  the  shield  (These  are  first  points  of  wear) 

I have  rarely  seen  one  of  these  with  natural  luster  and 
believe  that  what  is  encountered  is  the  result  of  cleaning. 

EF  Only  the  slightest  wear  on  the  edges  of  the  underturned  top 

projections  of  shield.  No  scratches  or  rim  flaws. 

VF  All  four  corners  of  the  shield  show  some  wear  but  the 

vertical  lines  are  still  completely  divided.  Minor  rim 
flaws  may  be  present. 

F Noticeable  wear  at  corners  of  the  shield  with  vertical  lines 

beginning  to  blur  at  these  corners.  Cross  isStill  very 
distinct  and  clear. 

VG  Cross  is  still  distinct  but  vertical  lines  have  worn 

away  so  that  the  now  smooth  shield  face  touches  the 
cross  on  one  or  more  sides.  Vertical  lines  still 
present  in  the  angles  of  the  cross. 


I downgrade  a coin  one  full  grade  (i.  e.  from  EF  to  VF,  VF  to  F,  etc.  ) 
for  edge  damage  that  resulted  from  post  striking  damage.  Early 
Swiss  coins,  especially  minors,  seem  to  have  abundant  rim  flaws 
that  I believe  are  due  to  poorly  prepared  planchets  at  time  of 
striking  and  have  noted  this  factor  above. 
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NEV.'  LEGE  I'D  ON  IRANIAN  COINAGE

I recently  noted  that  the  newest  issues  of  Iran,  formerly 
Persia,  have  a change  in  the  legend.  It  is  not  known  if 
Whitman  will  make  this  a new  type,  or  sub-type,  when  the 
next  issue  of  "Current  Coins  of  the  World"  is  published. 

The  n ew  pieces  issued  since  1346  (1967)  have  the  title 
"Arya-Mehr"  added.  Perhaps  some  of  the  1346  coinage  also 
have  this  legend  change.  The  full  title  below  the  crown  on 
the  "reverse",  i.e.,  the  side  on  which  the  lion  does  not 
appear  is:  Muhammad  Riza  Shah  Pahlevi  Arya  Mehr  Shahinshah. 

The  Shah  took  this  title  late  in  1346  (October  1967).  Arya 
Mehr  means  Light  of  Aryans.  Though  it  would  seem  reasonable 
to  assume  that  few,  if  any,  coins  dated  1346  would  bear  this 
title,  1 could  not  say  with  any  certainty,  for  the  Muslim 
dates  dc  not  generally  begin  in  January.

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THE  1822  SILVER  STl’IVER  OF  CURACAO 


by  Darwin  Gregory 

There  are  three  distinct  varieties  of  the  1 Stuiver  1822  of 
Curacao  listed  as  Yeoman  YA1  and  Craig  C8. 

Variety  #1  — Struck  at  an  unknown  private  mint  in  the  U.S. 
Compact  date,  weight  0.81  grams. 

Variety  #2  --  Same  as  #1  except  --  Wide  date,  weight  0.89 
grams. 

Variety  #3  --  Struck  at  Utrecht  in  1841;  wide  date  as  v'ar . 

#2,  but  lettering  different.  Weight  0.89 
grams . 

Craig  states  that  most  of  these  1822  dated  1 stuiver  coins 
were  struck  in  1840-41.  I believe  this  is  incorrect. 
Scholten,  in  "The  Coins  of  the  Dutch  Overseas  Territories 
1601-1948",  gives  mintages  of  360,000  struck  in  the  U.S. 
in  1822  and  169,007  struck  at  Utrecht  in  1841.
